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Man had haul of 
hidden stun guns

AN arsenal of stun guns disguised 
as mobile phones and torches 
were discovered at a cannabis 
grower’s home. 

Officers searched Kyle Lyons’s home 
when he was arrested on September 20, 
2010, for a road-rage incident in which 
he used a blue light, 
seen in undercover 
police cars and a 
siren while follow¬ 
ing a driver closely 
all the way to their 
home address. 

During the search at 
the 20-year-old’s add¬ 
ress, in Sperling Drive, 

Haverhill, two black 
spray cans containing 
an unknown liquid 
were found, a court 
heard. 

His deceased father’s 
address was also searched in the High Street, 
West Wickham, where a safe was found 
containing six stun guns disguised as torches - 
all in cases with holsters - and a further six

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Discharge of sick 
prisoner ‘unsafe’ 



DISCHARGING a sick 
prisoner from hospital was 
“unsafe”, an inquest jury 
has heard. 

The hearing into the death of 
Vijay Kumar Sharma, a prisoner 
at Highpoint in Stradishall, has 
opened in Bury St Edmunds. 

Mr Sharma, 57, died at West 
Suffolk Hospital on May 6, 2008, 
because of a perforated gastric 
ulcer which led to a blood¬ 
stream infection that caused 
multiple organ failure. 

He was taken from Worm¬ 
wood Scrubs in London to 
HMP Highpoint on April 1 2008, 
after being judged fit to travel. 
Mr Sharma was sick during the 
journey and examined on 
arrival at Highpoint. An 
ambulance was called to take 
him to West Suffolk Hospital, 
where he was diagnosed with a 
peptic ulcer. 

He was discharged later that 
day, which was described as an 
“unsafe discharge” by Manolis 
Gavalas, a consultant in acci¬ 
dent and emergency medicine 
at University College London 
Hospital. 

Mr Gavalas said while there is 
a shortage of beds and 
hospitals are always aware of 
the need to discharge patients, 
it is the doctor’s job to decide 
on the best and worst case 
scenarios for patients.

Mr Gavalas said the doctor 
who played a part in the 
discharge of Mr Sharma had 
chosen the best scenario 
possible rather than the worst. 

He felt a CT scan should have 
been carried out during Mr 
Sharma’s hospital stay. How¬ 
ever, it is unclear when the 
ulcer perforation took place. 

John Shiers, representing 
West Suffolk Hospital, said: “If 
the CT scan was done before 
the perforation, it would not 
have revealed anything to 
suggest a perforation was about 
to happen?” 

Mr Gavalas said it would not. 

Mr Sharma spent the night in 
the prison’s segregation unit so 
his condition could be mon¬ 
itored. The next morning, he 
was moved to the healthcare 
centre and then to the induc¬ 
tion wing but collapsed on his 
way there. 

A taxi was called to take him 
to hospital but around an hour 
and a half later it had not 
arrived. By this time he had 
collapsed again and was taken 
to hospital by ambulance where 
he underwent emergency 
surgery and died several weeks 
later. 

The inquest continues.

disguised as mobile phones as 
well as two personal defence 
sprays. 

Lyons appeared at 
Cambridge Crown Court on 
Monday, for sentencing, 
having previously pleaded 
guilty to four counts of 
possessing a prohibited 
weapon and one count of 
producing a class B drug. 

Two further offences of 
possession of a prohibited 
weapon were also taken into 
consideration. 

Marti Blair, prosecuting, 
said: “There was a further 
search of both addresses on 


April 6, 2011. 

“In one of the bedrooms at 
the West Wickham property, 
two small cannabis plants 
were found growing in a 
hydroponic set up. 

“Officers noticed two areas 
of recently dug earth in the 
garden, close to an area where 
a fire had been lit. 

“Officers initially found that 
there was something 
approximately one metre 
below the surface. It was a 
blue plastic canister covered 
in grey plastic.” 

It contained 29 stun guns 
and 62 pepper spray cans and 


a further 30 CS sprays were 
found in a carrier bag in a 
tumble drier. 

Two stun guns and a self 
defence spray were also found 
in a shed. 

During police interview 
Lyons admitted ordering 80 
stun guns from China and 
“playing with them” as well as 
selling 10 to a friend. 

He said that “as customs 
had let them into the country 
he didn’t think they were too 
serious”. 

Richard Kelly, mitigating, 
said his client is “emotionally 
immature” and this had led to 


him buying the prohibited 
weapons without considering 
the consequences. 

However Judge Jonathan 
Haworth said: “In my opinion 
your behaviour cannot be 
explained away as a product 
of immaturity. The serious 
aggravating factor in this case 
is your secretion of the 
weapons from the police.” 

Lyons was given 15 months’ 
detention in a young 
offenders’ institution for the 
possession of the prohibited 
weapons and three months 
for producing cannabis, to be 
served consecutively.

THIS fat fish met a 
sticky end after 
attempting to guzzle a 
whole 31b carp in one 
go. 

The star 121b pike at 
Hermitage Fisheries in 
Snow Hill, Clare was a 
popular catch among 
the local fishing 
community - but 
choked to death after 
10 years of swimming 
the lakes as it tried to 
swallow another huge 
fish. 

David Walker, the 
owner of the fisheries, 
recovered the body of 
the dead 32in pike and 
its half-eaten prey 
stuck down its throat 
and buried it. 

Stanley Wright, 82, 
was one of the last 
fishermen to catch the 
pike while it was still

alive. 

He said: “It’s a 
shame he’s died but it 
looks like he’s bitten off 
a bit more than he can 
chew. I often fish in 
those lakes but there’s 
a lot of tiddlers. I had 
heard there was this 
one giant pike, and I’ve 
always fished since I 
was young so I thought 
I’d try to get him a 
couple of weeks ago 
while the weather was 
still nice. 

“I ended up catching 
him twice in two hours 
and I was really proud 
because I’ve never 
managed to catch him 
before. I spoke to the 
fisheries owner about 
the success of my 
catch, so it’s sad the 
biggest fish is gone 
now.”

Widow Laurel left penniless as husband 

dies on day W^klyllews tells his story

A MAN who was stripped of 
his benefits when he 
developed terminal cancer 
has died, leaving his wife 
without enough money even 
to pay for his funeral. 

Peter Duut, a Haverhill resident 
whose story was featured in the 
Weekly News last Thursday, did 
not live to read the article as he 
died that evening. 

His wife, Laurel, has been left 
“destitute”, without enough 
money to pay for a funeral, death 
certificate or food. 

Laurel, who was too upset to 
speak directly, expressed her 
thanks through her mother Anita

Anita said: “Sadly Peter passed 
away on Thursday night before he 
had the chance to read the news 
story, which he had hoped would 
bring attention to his problem 
and perhaps help any others in a 
similar situation so that they 
wouldn’t have to suffer like he did. 

“With all the focus before on 
him, Laurel has been a little 
forgotten. Now she is left with 


even less money than ever. She 
suffers from PTSD and is too ill to 
work, but the only benefits she 
receives are a disability allowance 
once a month. 

“That money has all gone on 
her travel to hospital to be with 
Peter, and now she can’t even plan 
a funeral for her husband as she 
has no way to pay for it. 

“She can’t go on forever on no 
money. Britain has failed Peter, 
but I hope another death doesn’t 
have to happen before a 
resolution can be brought to this 
case.” 

Anita said Laurel had been 
advised to take out a loan to pay 
for the funeral, but that she was 
not intending to do so as she was 
worried she would not be able to 
make any repayments. 

Dutch national Peter worked 
for several years in the UK, but 
when he became terminally ill 
with cancer in April he tried to 
claim benefits, only to be told that 
he did not qualify. 

The couple have since been 
unable to afford enough food, and 
were battling with the 
Department of Work and 
Pensions (DWP) to give them 
enough money to live off.

Give us right to 
reply on parking 

Sir, if you knowingly break the law, 
don’t start moaning when you are 
faced with the consequences. That 
is how the law is and has been for 
hundreds of years. However, there 
has always been the right to be able 
to argue your point of view, prove 
that you did not intentionally break 
the law, with no penalty being 
forced upon you, except, that is, in 
St Edmundsbury Borough Council 
area. 

If, for whatever reason, you attract 
a parking ticket in one of their car 
parks, Bury St Edmunds for 
instance, you have the choice of 
paying either the £30 within two 
weeks or £70 if you decided to 
question the validity of the ticket. 
How dare you question them? For 
that you will pay the extra £40. 

In any civilised society if you can 
prove that you did not intentionally 
break the law, there should not be 
any penalty. If you buy a parking 
ticket, put it in your windscreen, 
close the door and do not notice 
that the ticket has flipped over, 
surely there should be some way of 
showing the council that you did 
pay the fee without being 
penalised. Issue the ticket, but once 
the proof of payment has been 
made cancel it. This is what 
happens in most boroughs. 

Don’t gloat and tell me that you can 
do what you like as all appeals are 
never upheld, plus by appealing 
you will pay a further £40. This 
council needs to get itself into the 
21st century and realise that people 
using the car parks are putting 
money into the town - don’t 
penalise them.

INDUSTRIAL heritage in 
Haverhill is at risk, according 
to the largest ever research 
project into the issue. 

Queen Street is among four 
sites in Suffolk which have been 
placed on the Heritage at Risk 
register following research done 
by English Heritage. 

They have found that the 
owners of buildings with an 
interesting industrial past in the 
region are finding it hard to look 
after them properly, and that 
developers are reluctant to take 
on vacant sites. 

A poll has shown that 82 per 
cent of people think preserving 
old industrial areas like Queen 
Street is as important as work 
done with castles and country 
houses. 

Greg Luton, English Heritage 
East of England planning director 
said: “Britain led the way towards

global industrialisation and as a 
result we are custodians of some 
of the world’s most important 
industrial heritage. It is, however, 
one of the elements of our 
heritage most at risk. 

“Forty percent of these 
buildings could be reused as 
dwellings or offices, and to house 
new advanced manufacturing - 
the sorts of technology, green 
engineering and creative and 
inventive businesses on which 
the country’s economic future 
now depends. 

“However, 60 per cent of our 
industrial heritage won’t ever 
attract developers and 
businesses. Its future could be 
bleak but, as our poll shows, 
people are passionate about our 
industrial past and since the 


1960s there has been a strong 
tradition of local groups taking on 
the preservation of their local 
industrial heritage.” 

The English Heritage research 
found that the main risks to 
industrial heritage are that 
developers are reluctant to 
consider sites because of possible 
problems, that current low 
property values are off-putting, 
developers and owners are 
struggling to finance their work or 
find funding, and visitor 
attractions need help with 
business planning, marketing and 
interpretation. 

Other poll findings showed that 
61 per cent of those in the East of 
England agree that the industrial 
revolution is the most important 
period of British history and 70 
per cent think industrial heritage 
sites should be reused for modern 
day purposes as long as their 
character is preserved. 


Travellers need 
12 more sites 

A FURTHER 12 permanent sites for 
travellers are needed in St Edmundsbury, 
according to a report. 

The study carried out by 
Cambridgeshire County Council’s 
research group found that in the next two 
decades, 12 new pitches would need to be 
established in the area. Three of those will 
have to be found in the next five years. 

A spokeswoman for St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council said: “These are in 
addition to the 20 pitches identified earlier 
by the borough council for the Regional 
Spatial Strategy. We are currently waiting 
for the planning appeal decision for an 
extension to an existing site. St 
Edmundsbury has not identified any other 
potential sites in the borough.” 

The report also found that the borough 
needs a pitch for travelling showpeople to 
be found within the next five years. 

The study showed that more than 300 
pitches would be needed in the 
Cambridge area in total.

A TECH-SAWY teen has 
won an award after 
spending a sleepless 
weekend taking part in a 
48-hour non-stop film 
project.

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Spa owner’s anger 
at fish HIV claims

A SALON owner has 
been left “absolutely 
furious'’ by “exagg¬ 
erated" claims that fish 
pedicures could spread 
HIV and Hepatitis C. 

Theresa Foddering, owner 
of the A Revolution spa in 
Murton Slade, offers the 
fashionable Garra Rufa fish 
pedicure in her salon, in 
which the client sits with their 
feet in a tank of the fish which 
then nibble off any dead skin. 

Theresa says she is fuming 
following tabloid front-page 
stories about the alleged risks 
of the treatment, which the 
Health Protection Agency has 
said are very low if correct 
hygiene practice is in place. 

She said: “I have seen some 
papers this week that have big 
headlines saying fish pedi¬ 
cures can spread HIV, but if 
you then actually go on and 
read the whole article you see 
that the risk is tiny and only 
present in tanks which aren’t 
cleaned properly. 

“One of my members of 
staff has been attacked on 
Facebook by someone who 
had the treatment, and has 
been left very shocked by 
what this person said to her. 

“We clean the tanks twice 


while each person uses it, and 
thoroughly check each 
person’s feet first for cuts or 
abrasions. 

“Even if you have a blister, 
you aren’t getting in our 
tank.” 

Theresa said she was 
worried for other salons 
around the country which 
rely entirely on the fish 
pedicure for their business. 

She said: “It’s just a small 


part of the service we offer, so 
these ridiculous claims can’t 
really hurt us, but there are a 
lot of businesses out there 
who only offer this treatment 
and if people are being put off 
because they have seen these 
headlines, then what are the 
companies going to do? 

“At A Revolution we follow 
strict guidelines to make sure 
there’s no risk of these 
infections. The fish have to 


have healthy bacteria so you 
can’t sterilise the tank in a 
normal way, but we use light 
to kill off diseases every nine 
minutes, which means that 
the water is cleaned twice 
during your treatment 
alone."

Violence down, but more bikes being stolen 


CRIME in Suffolk has decreased overall in the last three months, 
with residents less likely to become victims of violence, but 
more likely to have their bike stolen. 

The number of recorded crimes in the county decreased by 
three per cent to 24,200 between April 1 and the end of 
September from 25,008 in the previous six months. 

The number of violent crimes is 444 fewer than in the 
previous half a year, house burglaries are down by five per cent, 
and criminal damage by eight per cent. 


However, some crimes have increased. The number of drug 
offences has increased by 13 per cent, and the theft of pedal 
cycles and sexual offences are both up by nine per cent. 

Paul Marshall, assistant chief constable, pus the overall 
decrease in crime down to positive, high-visibility policing, the 
effective tackling of anti-social behaviour and a number of 
offenders being arrested, particularly in relation to burglaries. 
He said: “The figures for the first six months of the year reflect 
the excellent work of officers that is going on in the county.”

YOUR GUIDE TO 
MOVING HOME

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
IJ available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 


□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Q Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


Q Send off change of address cards. 

Q Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

□ Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move. 


WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night! 


ON MOVING DAY: 


Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes. 

□ Pack items for washing/toiletries. 

□ Take down curtains. 

Q Take up rugs, carpets, floor coverings, as required. 

□ Dismantle any light fittings etc., not included in the sale. 

Q Turn off electric appliances. 

Q Disconnect cooker. 

□ Turn off boiler/central heating. 

Q Turn off water. 

Read gas meter. 

□ Read electricity meter. 

Secure all windows. 

□ Lock all doors. 

□ Leave key as arranged with new owners. 

□ On arrival at your new home, unpack slowly and 
methodically so that you can check for loss or damage.

W HEN Wendy 
Slade talks 
about her 
daughter Zoe, her 
whole face lights up. 
“She was the most 
gorgeous baby/’ she 
smiles. “She was big 
and bonny and very 
happy: every time 
you looked at her 
she was smiling... 


“For the longest time, I 
couldn’t picture her face 
or say her name without 
feeling painfully sad; the 
very thought of her made 
me cry 


“But gradually, as time 
went by, I reached the 
point where I could think 
of her without getting 
upset: now, when I say 
‘Zoe’, it makes me smile. 


“That doesn’t happen 
overnight, it takes time. 
But it does happen.” 

Zoe died 13 years ago. 
Aged just six and a half 
months, she had a severe 
form of Spinal Muscular 
Atrophy (SMA); a genetic 
neuromuscular 
condition, it causes 
motor neurons to stop 
working, muscles to 
waste and, eventually, 
organs to shut down. A 
rare disease, it affects 
around one in every 6,500 
babies born: just 100 new 
cases are diagnosed each 
year.

“I 
stayed there with her,” 
says Wendy, who lives in 
Hardwick.

“The doctors would 
come out in the middle of 
the night if Zoe needed 
them. And they 
supported me, my 
husband Alan and our 
older daughter Paige; they 
continued to support us 
long after Zoe died. 

“They are the reason 
I’m about to walk the 
Great Wall of China: if it 
wasn’t for EACH, there’s 
no way I’d be doing it.” 

Wendy, 42, was 
speaking to us just before 
starting an eight-day trek 
along China’s Great Wall; 
in total she will cover 
120km. 

“I have to be honest: 

I’m terrified!” admits 
Wendy. 

“It’s not just the 
physical challenge; it 
sounds a bit pathetic, but 
I’m quite daunted at the 
prospect of going away 
without my family. I’ve 
never been away without 
them before. 

“But I know it’s going to 
be worth it. If I can raise 
£3,300 for EACH-and 
raise awareness of the 


charity too - then I’ll be 
very happy.” 

Wendy and Alan came 
to England from their 
native South Africa in 
1989. Paige, now 16, was a 
toddler, and Wendy was 
expecting Zoe. 

“It was at a time of great 
political change and, to 
be honest, the education 
system wasn’t that great. 
So we decided to move. 

“We were intending to 
go to Canada and only 
came to England for a 
stop-over. But Zoe was 
born while we were here, 


then she got sick, then 
she died... When you’ve 
buried a child in a 
country, you can’t leave.” 

When Zoe was born, 
she appeared perfectly 
healthy. But Wendy says 
her maternal instinct 
soon kicked in: “I just had 
this feeling, especially 
being slightly disabled 
myself, that something 
wasn’t right. Zoe didn’t 
move around the way you 
expect a little baby to: 
when you changed her 
nappy, she just lay there 
and didn’t wriggle.”

The ‘slight disability’ 
Wendy refers to is the loss 
of her right arm, 
amputated following a 
motorcycle accident in her 
teens. “My parents bought 
me a scrambler when I 
was 16.1 was coming back 
from a friend’s house one 
day and a car didn’t see me 

“I still had my arm to 
begin with. For months I 
was told I had a dislocated 
shoulder. In fact, some of 
the nerves at the top of my 
spine had been severed, 
meaning I’d lost the use of 
my arm forever; if I hadn’t 
been wearing a helmet, I 
wouldn’t be here at all.” 

Determined not to let 
her injury hold her back, 
Wendy sat her school 
finals just a few months 
later; within a year, she’d 
left home and was living in 
her own flat: “It taught me 
how to do things with one 
hand: when there’s 
nobody there to do it for 
you, you have to learn, 
don’t you?” 

Then, five years after the 
bike crash, Wendy made 
the decision to have her 
arm amputated. That was 
shordy before she and 
Alan married and Wendy 
says she has no regrets. 
“The hardest thing was 
actually getting up the 
next morning and looking 
at myself in die mirror for 
the first time. 

“Of course there are 
some things I find difficult, 
but I am a very 
independent person. One 
of the things that’s niggling 
me most about going to 
China is that I won’t be 
able to tie my own walking 
boots, I’ll have to ask my 
walking buddy, Nicola, to 
do it for me. It’s that kind 
of thing I struggle with 
most.” 

When Wendy raised her 
concerns about Zoe’s lack 
of movement, a health 
visitor called to do an 
assessment-and 
immediately referred the 
family to Addenbrooke’s, 
where their baby girl 
underwent numerous 
tests. Then came an 
agonising four-week wait 
for results. 

“We walked into the 
consultant’s office and he 
told us Zoe had SMA. He 
said ‘Your daughter’s life is 
going to be dramatically 
shortened’. Those were his 
exact words, I’ll never 
forget them,” recounts 
Wendy. 

“I asked what shortened 
meant; I was thinking 
she’d live to 40 or 
something... He replied 
‘She’ll be dead by the age 


of 18 months’, just like 
that. 

“I walked out. I’d known 
there was something 
wrong, but it was still the 
biggest shock: Zoe was a 
big, fat, happy baby, who, 
at that time, didn’t look ill 
at all.” 

But Zoe’s health soon 
began to deteriorate. After 
a series of respiratory 
problems, she was 
admitted full-time to 
hospital - and that’s when 
EACH stepped in. 
Transferred to the hospice, 
she was cared for there 
right up until her death. 

“She started off bonny 
and gradually got thinner 
and thinner. The illness 
whitded her away,” Wendy 
continues. ‘And she was in 
pain sometimes: she had 
to have morphine patches. 

“When she died they 
put a little white coffin on 
the bed, but they didn’t 
take her away 
immediately. During that 
time we grieved so 
intensely. We cried and 
cried and cried. 

“I was worried about 
going home -1 thought it 
would feel so strange after 
eight weeks - but by the 
time we got there it felt 
right, somehow. 

“Grief comes in stages. 
First of all, you’re just 
grieving. Then you feel 
angry. Then you grieve 
because you feel guilty 
about not grieving. I 
believe you have to allow 
all those stages to take 
their course. 

“It’s a cliche, but time 
really is a healer. I don’t 
know how long it took - 
seven, eight, nine years - 
but eventually we did heal. 
And my Christian faith has 
helped too: I do believe 
Zoe’s in another place.” 

After Zoe died, Wendy 
thought she’d never have 
another child. Her body 
went into shock, still 
behaving as if she had a 
newborn. 

“I saw an 

endochrinologist for a 
long time. He told me the 
chances of me having 
another child were literally 
nil, because my body was 
refusing to register the fact 
my baby was gone.” 

But - completely out of 
the blue - Wendy did fall 
pregnant again, while on a 
family holiday in South 
Africa. 

Although delighted, 
Wendy says she was 
terrified the new baby 
might have SMA too. “I 
had a test where they take 
some of the amniotic fluid. 
I can still remember sitting 
on the stairs waiting for 


the results, waiting for that 
phone to ring... 

“I’d promised myself 
that, if the baby had SMA, I 
would have a termination. 
I couldn’t watch another 
baby go through that. 

“I was at the stage in my 
pregnancy where I would 
need to be induced, to go 
through labour. 

“Thank God, the test 
came back clear. And we 
went on to have our son, 
Zane. 

“He’s nine now, and he’s 
the most delightful child 
you could wish for. 
Everyone loves him.” 

Wendy - who runs 
Abantu, a fair-trade gift 
store and cafe in Bourn - 
says Alan, her husband, 
has always been a pillar of 
strength. 

“Luckily, I have the most 
incredible husband. When 
I was in hospital after 
Paige was born, the nurses 
nicknamed him 
‘Superdad’; I’d developed 
pre-eclampsia and she 
was an emergency 
delivery, so as soon as she 
was born I was taken away. 
I can remember feeling 
envious of Alan feeding 
her first, bathing her first.. 
. But he was brilliant. He’s 
always been brilliant.” 

Wendy has been 
training hard for the Great 
Wall of China challenge, 
getting used to walking 
miles every day. “People 
have been very generous, 
including my suppliers 
and customers at Abantu,” 
she says. 

“I’ve raised over £2,400, 
but I want to get that 
figure up to £3,300. And I 
want more people to 
realise what a wonderful 
organisation EACH is; a lot 
of people don’t even know 
it’s there, but it’s played the 
most enormous role in my 
life. 

“We’re now at the ‘What 
if?’ stage of grieving,” adds 
Wendy. “We wonder what 
Zoe would look like, what 
she’d be doing... She’d 
have been moving up to 
secondary school now, to 
Comberton where Paige 
goes. 

“I don’t think you ever 
stop grieving, but the grief 
changes. As I said, I can 
say her name now and 
smile; I can think about 
my little girl and feel 
happy.”

Police call on 
public to ring 
new number 


Quick-dial 101 for non-emerqencies is revealed 


SUFFOLK Police have 
introduced a new three-digit 
number for people to dial in 
non-emergency situations. 

Rather than calling Suffolk 
Police’s switchboard number, 
01473 613500, the force is 
encouraging people to ring 101 
if, for example, they suspect 
drug-dealing, if their car has 
been taken or their property has 
been damaged. 

The new number will have 
been rolled out across England 
and Wales by the end of the year. 

It is designed to free up the 
people taking emergency calls 
and to let people get in touch 
with the police about non-urgent 
matters more easily. 

Assistant chief constable Paul 
Marshall of Suffolk Police said:

“Everyone knows to ring 999 in 
an emergency, but research 
shows that only half of the public 
know how to contact their local 
police if they want to talk to 
them about less urgent issues. 

“The introduction of an easy- 
to-remember, three-digit 
number should help address 
this. 

“By the end of the year, people 
will be able to use 101 to contact 
their local police force’s non¬ 
emergency service, wherever 
they are in England and Wales. 

“It is also hoped that the 
introduction of 101 will help 
divert more non-urgent calls 
away from the 999 system, 


freeing up call-handlers to deal 
with genuine emergencies.” 

Suffolk Police has urged 
people to always phone 999 in an 
emergency, for example, if a life 
is in danger, a suspect is at the 
scene of a crime or an alleged 
offender has been spotted. 

When a caller dials 101, the 
system works out their location 
and connects them to the force 
covering that area. They can also 
speak to an operator to get in 
touch with someone from 
another force. 

The new 101 number will be 
available 24 hours a day and calls 
from all phones cost 15p, 
regardless of the length of the 
conversation. 

People who have difficulty 
hearing or speaking can 
textphone 18001 101.

O NE of J B Priestley’s five ‘time 
plays’, and perhaps his most 
famous work, An Inspector 
Calls , returns to the Cambridge Arts 
Theatre this week. 

Written during the dying days of the Second 
World War, An Inspector Calls finds Priestley 
casting back to an Edwardian age of innocence 
and exploring the fault-lines running through the 
lives of a seemingly respectable northern family. 

It’s a description that applies equally well to 
other plays in the Priestley canon, including Eden 
End , which enjoyed a successful run at the Arts 
Theatre during the summer. 

So what was it that kept drawing Priestley back 
to his own past to those much eulogised summer 
days before the back of Europe was broken by the 
First World War? 

“He once said that if he wrote a contemporary 
piece, it was very difficult not to make it 
journalistic,” says Tom Priestley, 80, the only son 
among JB Priestley’s five children. 

“But it’s true that for him pre-1914 was his 
youth, which in a sense was destroyed by his 
experiences in the trenches in France. So he had a 
kind of affection for that particular period.” 

Tom believes his father’s interest in time-travel 
was driven by his belief there was more to life 
than the here and now. “I consider him a religious 
man, although he wasn’t party to any particular 
faith. He believed there was another side to life 
beyond getting up, going to work and shopping. 
And at a time when science was very much 
coming to the fore I think he found the theories 
about time gave him, let’s say, a new look at life.” 
Born in Bradford in 1894, John Boynton ‘Jack’ 



Priestley rose from humble beginnings as a junior 
clerk in a wool office to become one of the most 
celebrated writers of the 20th century. For a time, 
his plays fell out of favour, until a pre-Hollywood 
Stephen Daldry rescued An Inspector Calls from 
its quiet dotage as a staple of the village am-dram 
circuit with his electrifying 1992 National Theatre 
revival - the version that continues to play to 
packed houses up and down the country today.

deflowered the Queen. 

With time running out before King 
Louis declares war against the 
British, the Musketeers and their 
new recruit declare: “All for one, one 
for all” and hatch a plan of their own 
to foil Richelieu and restore the 
lustre of the Queen’s reputation. 

The Three Musketeers is a jolly 
romp, plying comedy, action and 
romance with a healthy dose of 
skulduggery and heaving bosoms. 
Lerman is a likeable hero in training, 
adept with his blade but woefully 
outclassed at wooing maidens. 

The 3D is largely redundant but will 
doubtless be employed in a sequel, 
set up teasingly by the cliff-hanger 
coda.

Promoting core values

A S apple growers enjoy 
their best crop for a 
decade - thanks to this 
year’s cold winter and damp 
summer - orchards are hosting 
apple festivals and events 
across the country this month, 
where the public can learn 
more about the different 
varieties and glean advice on 
how to grow their favourites. 

Among those celebrating the harvest 
is Brogdale Farm in Kent, home of the 
National Fruit Collection and host to 
the UK’s largest apple festival on 
Saturday and Sunday. 

Brogdale grows a staggering 2,200 
varieties, of which more than 500 will 
be on display. 

One of the most important things to 
consider when buying an apple tree for

your garden is its rootstock, says 
Michael Austen, a guide at Brogdale 
and experienced apple grower. 

“The first thing is to consider how 
much room you have and then check 
what rootstock the young tree is on. If 
you have a small space go for the 
dwarfing rootstocks like M9 or M27, 
while if you have plenty of room you 
could go for an M25 rootstock.” 

Most suburban situations provide 
good pollen due to the close proximity 
of other gardens and it’s not always 
necessary to have pollinators if the bees 
and other pollinating insects are 
generous with their visits. 

There are some self-fertile varieties 
but others need a plant partner and you 


need to take heed of pollination groups. 
If you don’t have a neighbouring apple 
tree, select two varieties in the same 
group or the adjoining group. For 
instance, group 2 and 4 will pollinate 
group 3 as will any others in group 3. 

“Buy a young tree, between one and 
two years old. The rootstock number 
should be marked on the label and if it 
isn’t, don’t buy, because the rootstock 
controls the size of the tree,” says Mr 
Austen. “Any good nursery will tell you 
what rootstock the tree is on. 

“Don’t go for a tree older than two 
years because the older the tree, the 
more risk there is when you plant it. 
Young trees tend to grow quicker than 
older ones.” 


Bare-rooted trees should be planted 
between the end of November and the 
beginning of March, but avoid planting 
during frosty weather or when the 
ground is waterlogged. 

Pot-grown trees can in theory be 
planted at any time of year, but in 
su mm er it will need well watering and 
should be treated as if it’s still in its pot. 

If you buy a tree that’s been in a 
container and find that it’s potbound 
when you remove it for planting, tease 
the roots open before planting it out, or 
the tree’s growth will be stunted. 

Apple trees like well-drained, fertile 
soil in a sunny spot, but don’t plant 
them in pure compost, Mr Austen 
advises. 

“Don’t dig the hole, put the tree in 
and fill it back up with compost. Mix 
some compost with the soil you’ve dug 
out. If you plant the tree in pure 
compost it will tend to dry out and the 
compost might be too strong.” 

If you have good soil, ideally mix 
some John Innes No 2 or 3 into the soil 
you’ve dug out and then fill in the hole, 
as this will help retain moisture. 

Of course, young apple trees will 
need staking, but take care how you do 
it. 

“All dwarfing trees will need a stake 
for the whole of their lives. The more 
vigorous rootstocks will need to be 
staked for the first five years and after 
that the rootstocks should be strong 


enough to hold the tree up. 

“Put the stake on the windward side 
of the tree, so that the wind is blowing 
the tree away from the stake.” 

If all goes well, you should be 
harvesting your first fruits in the third 
year after planting, building up to 
producing a full crop by the fifth or 
sixth year, says Mr Austen. 

Easy trees, which tend to be fairly 
disease-resistant and produce good 
crops, include Red Falstaff, Red 
Windsor and Greensleeves, he says, as 
well as Egremont Russet, which is good 
for organic growing. 

There are fears for the future of 
traditional English apple varieties, 
which are in decline due to a lack of 
consumer demand for home-grown 
varieties. 

To help reverse the trend, Copella, 
working with The National Trust, has 
launched a Plant & Protect campaign to 
raise awareness and encourage 
gardeners to return the English apple to 
its former glory. 

It has also teamed up with Thompson 
& Morgan, which is offering a range of 
English apple trees for your garden and 
advice on how to grow them. Full 
details can be found at www. copella 
fruitjuices. co. uk.

LEADING vehicle auction 
company, British Car 
Auctions (BCA) is warning 
motorists that 4x4 values 
have already started to rise 
-and will climb further as 
winter weather takes hold, 
with severe conditions 
predicted to be on the 
way. 

September saw the value 
of four wheel drives begin 
to climb sharply, with 
prices now getting close to 
those seen in January and 
February this year. The 
average value for all 4x4s 
sold by BCA in September 
rose to £12,805 from 
£12,509 in August and 
£10,381 in July. 

September recorded the 
second highest average 
4x4 value so far this year 
and there is every 
indication that values will 
rise further in the colder 
months ahead. Tim Naylor

would be wise to buy now, 
especially as last year’s 
early snowfall caught out 
many people. 

“For many motorists - 
particularly those living in 
rural or remote areas - a 
4x4 is becoming a 
necessity in winter, rather 
than a luxury,” said Naylor. 
“Although we had an 
unusually warm 
September, prices have 
already started rising and

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‘Priced off the road’: Cost 
of insurance stings young

ALMOST all young 
drivers feel they are 
being priced off the 
road by the cost of 
motor insurance, 
according to a new 
survey, writes Peter 
Woodman of PA News. 

As many as 21 per cent of 
these young motorists have 
considered driving without 
insurance, revealed the poll 
by the Young Marmalade 
insurance company in 
conjunction with the House 
of Commons Transport 
Committee. 

The committee’s chairman, 
Louise Ellman, said she was 
“extremely concerned” at the 
poll results. 

She added that she would 
be putting the results of the 
survey to ministers when they 
appear before the committee 
later today to give evidence in 
an inquiry into the cost of 
motor insurance. 

Among those appearing is 
former home secretary and 
justice secretary Jack Straw. 

The poll of 1,127 young 
drivers showed that 96 per 
cent felt young drivers were 
being priced off the road, 
while 30 per cent had 
considered altering the 
information they provided to 
insurance firms in order to 
get a lower quote. 

More than half (57 per cent) 
were unaware that, after an 
accident, insurance firms 
often pass personal details to 
a solicitor, car hire firm or 
garage in return for a referral 
fee. 

Mrs Ellman (Lab, Liverpool 
Riverside) said: “I am 
extremely concerned about 
these results, which show that 


young drivers think they are 
being priced off the road 
because of the high cost of 
motor insurance. 

“It is shocking that so many 
young drivers are considering 
breaking the law - by driving 
without insurance or 
changing the details they 
provide to insurers - in order 
to get a cheaper premium.” 

She went on: “It’s revealing 
that most young drivers are 
also unaware that many 
insurers receive referral fees 
in order to deal with claims 
they make. 

“This highlights why the 
committee called for referral 
fees to be made more 
transparent in its report on 
the cost of motor insurance 
earlier this year.” 

Mike Penning, 

parliamentary under¬ 


secretary of state for 
transport, said: “We know that 
the cost of insurance is a 
problem for young drivers. 
That is why we are making 
changes to the driving test to 
make sure it better prepares 
drivers for real life on the 
road, and introducing a new 
'pass plus’ qualification to 
help improve the skills and 
knowledge of young drivers 
so that insurers then have the 
confidence to offer them 
lower premiums. 

“In addition, we have 
introduced a new offence of 
keeping an uninsured 
vehicle, helping us to take 
targeted action against 
uninsured driving, which 
contributes to higher 
premiums.” 

Former Home Secretary 
Jack Straw told the Transport 


Committee that car insurance 
premiums have reached 
“extortionate” levels. 

Mr Straw, the Labour MP 
for Blackburn, said “perfectly 
law-abiding people” in the 
north-west of England were 
being particularly badly hit 
by sky-high insurance costs. 

He told the House of 
Commons Transport 

Committee that some 
involved in the car insurance 
business were “parasites” 
who were engaged in 
“bribery”. 

Mr Straw said: “Claims 
management companies are 
parasitic. In any other walk of 
life, we would describe this 
racket by referral companies 
as bribery. 

“These practices are 
leading to very substantial 
(insurance) increases on law- 
abiding motorists.” 

The development comes as 
a poll by Confused.com 
shows that drivers have been 
lumbered with an average 
year-on-year rise of 12.3 per 
cent in the cost of compre¬ 
hensive motor insurance 
cover: this equates to a £92 
jump in just 12 months. 

This rise of 12.3 per cent 
year-on-year is especially 
significant when compared to 
the Consumer Price Index - a 
measure of inflation - which 
currently stands at 4.5 per 
cent, making the rises in car 
insurance prices almost three 
times as high as inflation in 
the UK. The national average 
comprehensive car insurance 
premium currently stands at 
£843.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a j’ob - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
